INTRODUCTION: 

This constitutes the Navy's response to the EPA's Information Request to the 
Commanding Officer, Naval Base Kitsap, dated 13 April 2010 for information and 
documents regarding the disposal of waste from Puget Sound Naval Shipyard (PSNS) at 
the Gorst Creek Landfill, formerly known as Ames Auto Wrecking Landfill. The Naval 
Facility Engineering Command Northwest (NA VF AC NW) is responding to this request 
on behalf of the Navy as the Navy entity responsible for providing support for CERCLA 
third-party sites. 

The responses provided in this document are limited due to the length of time 
since the Navy's alleged involvement at the site, changes in personnel and Navy 
command structures and document retention policies. NAVFAC NW records regarding 
the site that primarily consisted of environmental reports and studies were lost during the 
command's move from Poulsbo, Washington to office space at Naval Base Kitsap­
Bangor in 2005. NAVFAC NW documents were reconstructed from records available 
from the Washington Department of Ecology in 2009. Approximately, 800 boxes of 
records from PSNS that were potentially responsive to this request were identified and 
reviewed at NARA-Pacific Alaskan Region, 6125 Sand Point Way NE, Seattle, WA 
98115-7999. 

Efforts to locate responsive documents and information are continuing and Navy 
will supplement this response if additional information is located.

2. Gorst Creek Landfill Site 

QUESTION 2a. Provide all documents in your possession relating to the Gorst 
Creek Landfill Site including, but not limited to, contracts, lease agreements, waste 
disposal agreements and records, waste transportation agreements and records, waste 
generation records, and payment information including any invoices, receipts, and 
payment records. 

RESPONSE: Exhibit A includes documents identified related to the Gorst Creek 
Landfill site. Documents withheld from this request on the basis of privilege are 
identified in Exhibit B. 

QUESTION 2b. For the period starting in 1964 and ending in 1989, describe any 
known or reputed business relationship between Respondent and any former owners 
and/or operators of the Gorst Creek Landfill Site. Former owners and/or operators 
include, but may not be limited to, Melvin L. Marler, James 0. Arthur, E.R. Eller, John 
A. Riley, Kenneth Crawford, Earl M. King, William H. Fraser, Richard L. Penor, and Sid 
and Lucille Uhinck. 

RESPONSE: The relevant documents indicating a business relationship between the 
Navy and Ames Auto Wrecking include a letter from the Navy referencing contract 
N62476-69-C-0181, Refuse Disposal Service and a newspaper article referencing the 
business relationship with the Navy (Records 959 and 961, respectively, Exhibit A). A 
copy of the contract document has not been located. 

QUESTION 2c. For the period starting in 1964 and ending in 1989, describe any 
known or reputed business relationship between Respondant and any person related to the 
transportation, shipment, and/or disposal of waste at the Gorst Creek Landfill Site. 

RESPONSE: See response to question 2b. 

QUESTION 2d. If not already provided in response to question 2(a), provide all 
documents related to environmental conditions at the Gorst Creek Landfill Site including, 
but not limited to, all reports, studies, analyses, data, and all information related to any 
spill, leak, release, discharge or disposal of any hazardous substance. 

RESPONSE: See response to question 2a. Contractual documentation for studies 
conducted by the Navy at the site were not determined relevant to this request and were 
not included. 

3. Waste Generation and Management 

QUESTION 3a. For the period starting in 1964 and ending in 1973, provide all 
documents that identify and/or describe the source, type, content, composition, and/or 
quantity of waste, excepting Radioactive Waste, generated at the U.S. Puget Sound Naval 
Shipyard (PSNS). 
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RESPONSE: Documents identified as responsive to this request include: Refuse 
Disposal Service Specification for Contract N62476-68-B-l 7 l 7 and hand written notes 
dated June 1, 1969 (Records 953 and 966 respecti vely, Exhibit A). 

QUESTION 3b. For the period starting in 1964 and ending in 1973, provide all 
documents related to the transport and/or disposal of hazardous substances, excepting 
Radioactive Waste, generated or stored at the PSNS. 

RESPONSE: See response to questions 2a, 2b and 2c above. 

QUESTION 3c. For the period starting in 1964 and ending in 1980, identify each 
person that entered into a contract or agreement to transport and/or dispose of waste, 
excepting Radioactive Waste, generated at or obtained from the PSNS. For each person 
provide the following information: 

i. name and contact information; 

IL the dates during which the person transported and/or 
disposed of waste from PSNS; 

u1. the activity conducted by the person (i.e. transport, storage, 
disposal, ect.); 

iv. the location where the waste was transported to, stored, or 
disposed of; and 

v. a general description of the source and contents of the 
waste subject to the contract agreement with the justified 
person. 

RESPONSE: The only document identified responsive to this request is a contract 
between the Navy and Kitsap County Sanitary Landfill, Inc., later known as Olympic 
View Sanitary Landfill, contract N62474-79-C-8105, (Record 952, Exhibit A). 

QUESTION 3d. If not provided in response to question 3(c), for the period starting 
in 1964 and ending in 1980, provide all contracts, agreements, shipment or transport 
records, invoices, receipts or other payment information related to the transport, storage, 
or disposal of waste, excepting Radioactive Waste, generated at, or obtained from PSNS. 

RESPONSE: Responsive invoices for contract N62474-79-C-8105 are included in 
Record 960, Exhibit A. 
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4. Information about Others 

QUESTION 4a. If not already provided, identify all persons, including current and 
former employees or agents, other than attorneys, who have knowledge of or were 
involved in the procurement, contracting, or performance of services to transport, store, 
or dispose of waste generated at, or obtained from the PSNS for the period starting in 
1964 and ending in 1980. 

RESPONSE: Despite a diligent search the Navy has been unable to identify individuals 
who have knowledge of or were involved with the procurement of waste disposal from 
PSNS during this time frame. The Navy command structure and responsible offices for 
contract authority have changed, contract offices have closed or have been moved, and 
personnel have departed federal service. As stated in the introduction, Navy is 
continuing to search for responsive records and will supplement this response if 
additional information is located.
